Why Not Legalize 
Off-Track Betting? 


From Raymond W. Schlachter, Lexing- 
ton, Ky.: 


It was with considerable interest that I 
read your editorial, “The Service Must Be 
Destroyed,” in the current issue of THE 
BLoov-Horse. 

While the implications of your article 
are inescapable I think your logic is shot 
through with faulty reasoning. Had you 
indulged in a bit of introspection and been 
a bit less hypocritical you might have en- 
titled your editorial, “Horse Racing Must 
Be Destroyed.” However, I realize that 
you cannot readily bite the hand that feeds 
you; because of that you can’t advocate 
the only real solution to the handbook 
problem. To paraphrase one of your 
statements | might say that the life-blood 
of handbooks is the various race tracks 
throughout the country that provide the 
betting mediums for the millions of horse 
players. 


To indulge in a little soul-searching one 
might ask, “Why does racing exist?” The 
stock answer is for the improvement of 
the breed. As certainly as night follows 
day the question that follows is, “breed of 
what?” Why? 

The Thoroughbred horse is a drain on 
our present-day economy; he is a drain on 
our society from the day he is foaled until 
the day he finally passes to that Valhalla 
where all good race horses go. He exists 
for no other purpose than to provide a 
betting medium for the horse player. With 
nillions of people starving in the world 
today we find the strange paradox of 
thousands of acres of the most productive 
land in the world devoted solely to raising 
the Thoroughbred horse. 

In the past there was some justification 
for the Thoroughbred in’ our armed 
forces ; cavalry played an important part 
in wars of the past. Not so today—the 
horse is as outmoded as the crossbow.

am not. However L do believe that hand- 
books should be legalized and I have ad- 
vecated such a policy in the Letters-to- 
the-Editor column of The Lexington 
Herald in the issue of April 5, 1947. Since 
racing is big business today, why not put 
its stepchild, off-track betting, in the same 
legalized category? There is just as much 
moral justification for off-track betting as 
there is for horse racing. Let’s face the 
facts. 


American Strains in England 


From Ralph L. Christensen, Ann Arbor, 
Michigan: 


I read lately the article on breeding in 
the April issue of Fortune Magazine in 
which the author acknowledges the help 
that you gave him in writing the article. 
The author says that at present 20 per 
cent of English Thoroughbreds are in- 
fected with American strains or crosses 
and | assume that it was you that supplied 
the figure to him. 

I wondered if the figure of 20 per cent 
referred to all English horses, or to those 
racing today, or to the horses on the vari- 
ous stud farms. It makes quite a differ- 
ence, because if it refers to horses racing 
today it means that only about 10 per cent 
of the breeding stock have American 
crosses and if the 20 per cent is breeding 
stock it means that about 36 per cent of 
present day racers will have, by the laws 
of chance, American strains. 

Between 1920 and 1930 about one-sixth 
of the English horses whose extended pedi- 
grees were given in the Bloodstock Breed- 
ers Review were descended from Hanover. 
They came down through Orby, mainly, 
with one or two each for Star of Hanover, 
Halma and Hamburg (the last two 
through horses from France racing in 
England). This was a good record be- 
cause I don’t think descendants of Han- 
over made up one-sixth of the horses run- 
ning in England at that time. Orby blood 
was not thought ef too highly in England, 
and of course there are studs like that of 
Lord Derby, who wouldn't have used it 
anyway. so Orby’s blood hasn't spread as 
fast as it might have. 

Americus Girl was of course also a 
great influence in England, so that the 20 
per cent will not be all descended from 
Hanover. I mustn’t slight Nearco, either, 
in mentioning American strains. 

When percentages such as this 20 per 
cent are given it is fairly easy to figure out 
how much the percentages of horses carry- 
ing certain lines of blood will be in one 
or two generations. I defined once in a 
letter to you that an equine generation is 
12 to 13 years. In England 20 per cent of 
horses with a certain strain running on 
the tracks at a certain day will be retired 
to the stud. and in 12 or 13 years the 
racers will have 36 per cent, which in an- 
other generation becomes 59 per cent of

te regular weekly meeting of the Conservative Club 
was held last night at the club’s headquarters in Vyshin- 
sky Prospect. President Elmer ‘'witchpocket, Jr., presided, 
and the program consisted of an interesting panel discussion 
of the Elmer Cherchez bill now pending in the legislature. 
First speaker on the panel was the Hon. Elmer Cherchez 
himself. He outlined briefly the provisions of the measure 
he introduced last May, and in forceful language set forth 
the reasoning behind it. His peroration was particularly 
effective. 

“Nan and boy, for half a century,” he said, “I have been 
taught that Solomon had seven hundred wives and how 
many concubines was it? I have been taught that this same 
Solomon was the wisest of men. Yet I have been taught 
by the same teachers that in these days it is not only a folly 
but a sin for a man to run after a multitude of women. I 
say let’s face the facts of the twentiéth century. I say let’s 
recognize that the twenty-first century is just ahead and 
that it is time to cast off this sham, this hypocrisy.” 

He quoted a little-known line from an English poet 
named Pope, “Whatever is, is right,” and said that it is 
just as right for a man to have three women as to have two. 
“Tt should also be as legal,” he concluded. 


He was followed on the program by Elmer Blimp, whose 
ancestors came to this country on the Queen Elizabeth. 
Blimp came out strongly in favor of morality, whose princi- 
ples, he said, quoting Richard Price, are “eternal and im- 
mutable.” 

The Cherchez bill he condemned as an example of the 
modern tendency to play fast and loose with the eternal and 
immutable principles of morality. 

“Tf this bill becomes law,” he warned, “it means that we 
shall have cut the anchor chains.” 

“Our present law,” he declared, “requires that a man 
shall be true to his wife and one mistress. This is in keep- 
ing with the fixed and unchangeable principles of morality. 

“But now comes this Elmer Cherchez with a proposal 
that a man shall be required to be true to his wife and not 
more than two mistresses. 

“He makes his case with a fine and foolish plausibility. He 


quotes the Bible. He cites the biographies of its noted fig- 


ures. He notes the record of an alderman in the city of 
Afl-Barre. He says, ‘Why shut our eyes against reality?’ 
He rationalizes the misdeeds of mankind and offers the mis- 
deeds themselves as proof that they should be accepted. 

“But I say that we must not loosen the holy bonds of 
matrimony-plus-one-mistress. A second mistress is a sin, 
and if we cultivate a little sin we shall soon find our virtues 
obscured, even as a man who lets the weeds grow will soon 
be unable to find the corn.” 


Third and last speaker was Elmer Wetu, who said that 
his predecessors on the program were crazy. 

“One of them says that since a situation exists, we should 
make it legal. “his is spineless and weak. 

“The other says that we should make part of it legal and 
the other part illegal. “Vhis is arbitrary. 

“T say, Be off with all these half-way measures. I say we 
must abolish not only mistresses but wives as well. 

““The hypocrisy involved in this situation is a reflection on 
the integrity of mankind,” asserted Wetu. ‘‘Here one man 
(Blimp) declares that two women plus one man equals a 
virtue and that three women plus one man equals a sin. And 
another (Cherchez) says that since two women are not a 
sin, therefore a third cannot be. 

“The people of this state had that argument thirty-seven 
years ago. Only then it was all right to have one woman 
and wrong to have two. Now two are legal and three are 
‘Tomorrow—” Wetu drew himself up to his full 
five feet nine—“‘tomorrow it will be reasoned that if the 
third is legal, how can the fourth be illegal? 
the whole business.”

After the meeting the members were asked to indicate 
their preference on a special ballot:

Lexington Revisited 


LEXINGTON 

Spring came late and uncertainly to 
Kentucky this year, a very serious Cir- 
cumstance because the mint is not up to 
a decent height yet. But the grass was 
carrying the bright green which it wears 
only in April and May, and with the white 
fences, and the mares and foals running 
in the fields, the horse country made a 
very fetching picture. In fact one of the 
visiting easterners, blithely forsaking his 
allegiances, wanted to know why, with a 
place like this to live in, I had ever been 
persuaded to ship the Lares and Penates 
to Nassau County. I said that during the 
war patriotism had demanded great sacri- 
fices of all of us, and since this did not 
seem to do the trick, went on to explain 
that [ had always found myself inspired 
by the picture of George Washington, that 
military and executive genius to whom 
we are all so greatly indebted. This pic- 
ture is most commonly found on_ the 
ordinary dollar bill, and it was my under- 
standing that there were more of them 
in the East. He seemed unconvinced. But 
he was not pricing any real estate. 

't was surprising to find Keeneland 
running quite a bit ahead of last year, 
because the trend everywhere else has 
been the other way. About the only ex- 
planation I can suggest is that Keene- 
land is growing in popularity faster than 
the national economy is getting sober, and 
it is a very welcome explanation, too. 

One of the visiting racing commission- 
ers—and it was in the morning, too, at a 
business session—said he thought all race 
track officials and operators ought to be 
forced by law to come to Keeneland once 
a year, just to be reminded about the 
underlying purpose of racing. I am dis- 
posed to agree. You get about so much 
concrete and steel and about so many 
hurrying, baited horseplayers, and you 
begin to wonder if you weren’t wrong 
after all, and if it isn’t an outdoor roulette 
wheel served by dirty trains. But the 
torch still burns at Keeneland, and while 
it does there will be sport in racing. 


Invader 


Bernborough is no equine giant, after 
all. The 17.1 which was given as his 
height still stands, but at least a couple 
of inches are accounted for by the fact 
that he has an unusual development of 
the withers. He was brought out for ia- 
spection at Leslie Combs 2nd’s Spend- 
thrift Farm last Friday, when Mr. Combs 
was entertaining two busloads of assorted 
racing writers and racing commissioners 
and others, and while he is going to be a 
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very large horse, he is no such monstros- 
ity as 17.1 suggests. If he were measured 
from behind the withers, or from the top 
of the hindquarters, he would approx- 
imate the size of an ordinary 16.3 horse. 
That’s big enough and few horses reach it. 
The horse was really in no shape to be 
shown. He is still gaunt from his long 
boat trip from Australia, and he can 
hardly put his weight on his left foreleg 
because of the broken sesamoid he suf- 
fered in his last start. But after he’s 
been around a while, and Mr. Combs has 
shoveled a few bins of oats into him, 
Bernborough is going to be a_ striking 
stallion. He has a grand frame. 
Another good thing about him is that 
he doesn’t make things hard on himself. 
It’s no cinch to save a horse with a broken 
sesamoid, because many of them fret and 
fume and carry on, and get in the way 
of their own recovery. But Bernborough 
is a very quiet, intelligent horse, adding 
nothing to the normal problem of getting 
him well. His present light condition is 
probably an advantage to him, because 
he hasn’t so much weight to carry on his 
sound foreleg. Often a horse will bow 
the tendon in his good leg by favoring an 
injured one, but Bernborough may get by, 
because he lies down a great deal. 


Phalanx and Enemies 


It seems a bit idle to write much about 
Derby horses, because by the time these 
opinions get to subscribers, they will be 
a bit better informed on the Derby results 
than | am now. But it may be noted that 
of the horses I have seen run, the only 
ones [ should give a chance are Phalanx, 
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Faultless, Riskolater and Stepfather, the 
latter included only because I am a bad 
correspondent and have no mind to an. 
swer a lot of protests from California. 

Bullet Proof—well, it would be nice for 
Mrs. Whitney to win a Derby, just to see 
what she’d do with it. But Faultless gal. 
loped to him in Florida. These opinions 
take no account of On Trust or Double 
Jay, because I haven’t seen either this 
year. 


Commissions and Committees 


At the beginning of the NASRC meet. 
ing in Lexington last week, President 
Leslie Combs 2nd spoke favorably of a 
Turf Congress. This is at least the sec. 
ond time such a thing has had honorable 
mention at an NASRC meeting, for it was 
discussed last year in California. In fact 
it was recommended that Mr. Combs call] 
one for last summer, but he didn’t. 

Personally I think a Turf Congress 
might be almost as futile as a United Na. 
tions meeting. It is all very well to 
speak generally of “common problems,” 
but there aren’t many. Racing commis. 
sioners, at their best, are concerned with 
raising all possible revenue for their re. 
spective states and in seeing that no she. 
nanigan goes on at the tracks in their 
jurisdiction. 

Race track operators, at their best, are 
concerned with keeping horsemen peace: 
ful, races full, the public reasonably con. 
fortable, and the totalizator busy. Horse. 
men spend little thought on any of this, 
being occupied with looking for races 
they can win and cursing the condition 
book when they can’t find any, and in 
having a track they can run over without 
crippling their horses. 

Jockeys have an entirely different set 
of things to worry about, mostly keeping 
their weight down and finding an agent 
that can get live mounts. Breeders, be- 
yond an interest in purse distribution 
which supports the yearling market, and 
in the general health of racing which in- 
sures permanency, have little to do with 
any of the other matters. The Jockey 
Club is busy maintaining its dignity, about 
which few of the other groups care muci, 
and in minding Lord Rosebery about what 
they shall admit to the stud book. 

Well, you get representatives of all 
these groups together and I expect tlie 
Tower of Babel would be a quieter and 
more intelligible place. If anybody can 
organize a Turf Congress that will work. 
I salute his genius and wish him well. 
But if we find such a man, racing ought 
to be unselfish enough to let him go and 
be President. I have nothing against @ 
Turf Congress, you understand, except 2 
fair cargo of scepticism. And it wouldnt 
hurt if the NASRC would go ahead and 
show that it can get something done, be- 
fore it calls a meeting of a much vaster 
group of interests.

Blue Larkspur 
Out for Season 


Owners of the few outside mares booked 
to King Ranch’s Blue Larkspur, standing 
at Greentree Farm, Lexington, have been 
notified that it has been necessary to re- 
tire the horse from service for the remain- 
der of the season. 

The now 21-year-old son of Black Serv- 
ant—Blossom Time, by *North Star 3rd, 
was one of the best known horses included 
last year in the purchase by a syndicate 
of the late Col. E. R. Bradley's great stud. 
In the division of the horses he went to 
Kleberg family’s King Ranch and was 
sent to stand temporarily at Greentree, 
another member of the syndicate. 

He had covered thirteen mares, nine of 
which belonged to King Ranch, when he 
gave evidence of having suffered a heart 
shock, about April 21. He appeared to 
improve, then seemed definitely ill for a 
few days, and at last accounts was re- 
ported improving again. 
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The Cover: Phalanx 


Near the time when Abram S. Hew- 
itt was selecting names for those of the 
1944 crop of foals he intended to keep 
for racing, he was reading a volume of 
ancient history and ran across a reference 
to the Greek phalanx, a formidable, heav- 
ily armed’ body of infantry organized in 
close, deep ranks. “On level ground,” 
the commentary read, “the phalanx is in- 
vincible.” 

The name Phalanx thus was suggested 
to him as appropriate for the bay colt by 
Pilate out of the stakes-winning Jacola. 
Last year at two Phalanx won his first 
start and four other races, including the 
Remsen and Ardsley Handicaps. He was 
second in the Champagne Stakes, third 
in the East View Stakes, earned $57,110, 
was weighted at 122 pounds for the Ex- 
perimental Free Handicap. This year 
his progress to the Kentucky Derby has 
been marked by a third to Cornish Knight 
and Seenav in the 1,';-mile section of the 
Experimental, and a victory in the first 
division of the -1,';-mile Wood Memorial. 

He will be ridden in the Derby by Ed- 
die Arcaro, who rode him in the Wood 
and evaluated him thus: “If anybody beats 
this ; he'll know he’s been to the 
races.” Aboard Phalanx on May 3, Ar- 
caro will be trying for his fourth Derby 
victory. Phalanx, owned in partnership 
by Mr. Hewitt and C. V. Whitney, is 
trained by Sylvester Veitch. The photo 
was made by Bert Morgan for the New 
York Racing Associations. 
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BUTTER BEANS DIES 

Butter Beans, which compiled one of 
the outstanding racing records for mares 
in North America, died of a heart attack 
at Spendthrift Farm April 27 while foal- 
ing. The foal, by Chicuelo, also died. 
The mare was owned by L. P. Doherty, 
manager of Spendthrift Farm. 

Foaled in 1929, Butter Beans, by St. 
Henry—lIldicain, by *Vulcain, was a con- 
sistent winner at two and up to ten, 
winning a total of 48 races, placing see- 
ond 28 times, third 28 times, and earn- 
ing $42,015. 

Butter Beans had her first’ foal in 
1943 at the age of 14. This foal, a chest- 
nut colt, Billy Perry, by Crap Shooter, 
was a winner at three. Butter Beans’ 
1944 foal, Baby Beans, a chestnut filly 
by Crap Shooter, hasn’t raced. Barren 
in 1945, Butter Beans’ next foal was in 
1916, a chestnut colt by Carrier Pigeon, 
which has been consigned to the Keene- 
land Summer Sales by Leslie Combs 2nd. 


CONTRADICTION TO VIRGINIA 


The current book for Milkman, which 
stands at Mrs. W. Plunket Stewart’s farm 
at The Plains, Va., has been reduced to 
only a few mares, and Mrs. Stewart has 
arranged to obtain the stallion Contradic- 
tion, owned by the King Ranch. 

Milkman, a 20-year-old son of Cudgel 


Milkmaid, by *Peep o’ Day, is sire of the 
stakes winners Pasteurized, Early Deliv- 


ery, Galactic, Quizzle, and others. Contra- 
diction, 8, by Inseo—Vice Versa, by *Poly- 
melian, in three seasons of racing won the 
Old Colony Stakes, Pimlico Futurity and 
other races, earned $57,000. 


TUDOR MINSTREL’S GUINEAS 


Tudor Minstrel, bred and owned by 
J. A. Dewar and ridden by the veteran 
Gordon Richards, won the English Two 
Thousand Guineas over the Rowley Mile . 
at Newmarket on April 30, by eight 
lengths over Prince Aly Khan’s Saravan. 
The Maharajah of Baroda’s Sayajirao was 
third, and Parisien, a French entry, was 
fourth. Time, 1:3745. Saravan is a brown 
colt by Legend of France—May Wong, by 
Rustom Pasha. 

The winner, a 3-year-old brown colt 
by Owen Tudor—Sansonnet, by Sansovino, 
was the favorite at 11 to 8, and earned 
about $40,160 in taking the first leg of the 
Triple Crown. He is trained by Fred Dar- 
ling, who saddled him for his four unde- 
feated starts last year, including victories 
in the Coventry and the National Breed- 
ers’ Produce Stakes. Remaining events in 
the Triple Crown are the Derby (11% 
miles, Epsom, June 7), and the St. Leger 
(134 miles, Doncaster, September 10). 

Tudor Minstrel was the best 2-year-old 
in England last year and headed the Free 
Handicap at 133 pounds. J. A. Dewar, his 
owner, had won the Derby in 1931 with 
Cameronian. 


As a preliminary to the Kentucky Derby, Keeneland’s 1\y-mile Blue Grass Stakes 
is viewed as one of the important early races for 3-year-olds, and its outcome is of great 


interest to horsemen and the public. 


This year’s renewal, on April 24, which went to 


Calumet Farm’s Faultless (on the outside) by a neck over Circle M Farm’s Riskolater, 
produced a finish that was discussed for several days afterward by those who saw it. 
Faultless won handily, but the two-length margin he held at the top of the stretch was 


vanishing swiftly as his principal rival drove up in the last sixteenth.

Voted By NASRC 


The annual meeting of the National As- 
sociation of State Racing Commissioners 
was held in Lexington, Ky., last week, for 
the first time since 1934, the year of or- 
ganization. In the midst of Bourbon, 
banquets, buffets, and afternoons at 
Keeneland, the commissioners from 16 
states sat down in business sessions at the 
Lafayette Hotel and gained a few more 
inches down the difficult road toward 
unity of action and policy. 

At the association’s meeting at Los An- 
geles early in March, 1946, a resolution 
had been adopted instructing the new 
officers to invite “representatives of all im- 
portant units of racing” to a Turf Con- 
gress “at some central location in the im- 
mediate future.” 

The new officers never called such a 
conference. At the Lexington meeting 
President Leslie Combs 2nd, in his open- 
ing address, explained: 

“In carrying out the intent of this reso- 
lution 1 immediately contacted the official 
heads of the leading organizations that 
are active in the affairs of racing. Major 
Williams in his address had specified The 


Commission members and other racing officials from all parts of the U. 


Jockey Club, Racing Operators, Trainers 
Association, Horsemen’s Benevolent Pro- 
tective Association, Jockey’s Guild, the 
Turf Press, the Public Press, Racing Sec- 
retaries, and Racing Stewards. 

“Also, 1 held several meetings with peo- 
ple very prominent in racing. | made trips 
to New York, Baltimore, and Chicago. 
Most of the associations did not feel that 
they were ready at this time to attend a 
meeting for this purpose, so after talking 
and writing to the other officers and mem- 
bers of our association, | decided not to 
call this meeting. However, I recommend 
that after consideration, if this association 
is still of the opinion you want to go on 
with the Turf Congress, that you so in- 
struct your new officers to go into the mat- 
ter again and it might be they would find 
the other associations now ready to go 
into it.” 

The commissioners let it drop. This 
time there was not even a resolution for 
a national conference. Thus, negatively, 
the conference produced its biggest news. 
The NASRC had signified its acceptance 
that the American Turf was not yet ready 
for full consultation and co-operation. 


A Bureau of Information 


The convention’s principal business was 
a national office of information for the 
help of commissions in the field of licens- 


ing. A study had been made of the mat- 
ter by the committee on licenses, George 
P. Mahoney, Maryland, chairman. The 
committee suggested the organization of 
a Bureau of Licenses and Information, to 
provide data for use by the various com- 
missions. It was objected at once that 
since the bureau would not take over the 
licensing powers held by the various com- 
missions, but would furnish information 
only, it should be designated the Bureau 
of Information, with no connotation that 
it also would serve as a licensing center. 

This adjustment having been made, and 
general agreement being in evidence that 
a Bureau of Information was desirable, 
there remained the problem of financing 
it. No estimates were available as to the 
cost of establishing and maintaining an 
information service, but it was apparent 
that it could not be underwritten within 
the association’s present receipts, amount- 
ing to $300 annual dues from each of the 
member states. Henry L. Straus, of the 
American Totalisator Company, said that 
his company would contribute $20,000 a 
year toward the maintenance of the bu- 
reau if it were organized as a straight- 
forward clearing house and would not at- 
tempt to “influence, dictate, or guide” the 
individual commissions. 

However, Mr. Wright demurred at the 
acceptance by the association of contribu-

of the New Hampshire commission. Officials from 16 states attended the convention. 
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tions from “any person, firm, corporation 
or association” licensed by or subject to 
the supervision of a racing commission, 
and offered an amendment to the motion 
to set up an information bureau, specify- 
ing that contributions not be received from 
outside interests. Mr. Mahoney opposed 
the amendment, but voted for it in the roll 
eall. Later on he explained that he had 
decided to favor it because he thought it 
best not to insist on something that might 
divide the association. The amendment 
carried. eight to seven, with Louisiana not 
voting because the commissioners from 
that State could not agree. 

A committee is to be appointed by Mr. 
Wright to study the mechanics of setting 
up the bureau and of financing it. It prob- 
ably will be located in Lexington under 
the supervision of Tom R. Underwood, 
association secretary. 

In the report of the Committee on Stim- 
ulation, Mr. Wright stated that though it 
was felt that chemical and_ biological 
methods of drug detection were not ade-

quate, a final conclusion could come only 
through further studies by an organiza- 
tion not connected with racing. He said 
the California Horse Racing Board had 
bought five horses on which experiments 
were being made, and suggested that un- 
til more conclusive means of detecting 
stimulants were devised, the fencing and 
close supervision of stable areas and the 
close scrutiny of the behavior of horses 
in the receiving barn afforded the best 
immediate protection. 


A Refusal Is a Ruling 


Frank E. Mandel, Illinois. chairman of 
the Committee on Rules, bespoke con- 
tinued work toward uniform rules, sug- 
gested one present change: that the de- 
nial of a license by one state be consid- 
ered a ruling, and be upheld by other 
states. This proposal was adopted unani- 
mously, and it will become part of the as- 
sociation’s by-laws. But there remained 
the question of what to do if any commis- 
sion chooses to ignore it and license a 
person who has been turned down else- 
where. Another by-law was adopted giv- 
ing the association’s officers and executive 
committee the power to fill any vacancies 
which might occur among the officers. 

Mr. Wright was to return to Lexington 
this week to discuss plans for the coming 
year with Mr. Underwood.

From addresses made at the an- 
nual convention of the National 
Association of State Racing Com- 
missioners at Lexington, April 22- 
24. 

Spencer Drayton, executive secretary of 
Thoroughbred Racing Associations, and 
president, Thoroughbred Racing Protec- 
tive Bureau: 


... The purposes and objectives of the 
TRPB are in support of those of the 
NASRC. Our work is to assist regularly 
constituted authorities in identifying and 
eliminating undesirable persons and condi- 
tions from Thoroughbred racing. We are 
an investigative bureau, fundamentally a 
supporting or service agency, and _ will 
under no circumstances intrude on the 
prerogatives of officially constituted regu- 
latory or law enforcement groups. .. . 

. . . | should like to discuss with you 
Section IL of the recently adopted TRA 
Code of Standards. This is the “corrupt 
practices” section wherein track manage- 
ment binds itself and all of its employees 
and all of its badge holders to immediately 
report to the stewards at a track knowl- 
edge of a bribe or fix attempt. This section 
includes violations of any other rule of 


racing. I believe this rule is of outstanding 
importance, and will prove of very real 
value to the state commissioners. Com- 
plaints of this type call for immediate in- 
vestigalive action, which we are equipped 
to give. In many instances punitive ac- 
tion by the state racing commission will 
follow. I know you will want to give vig- 
orous support to all these cases when suf- 
ficient evidence of irregularities has been 
placed before you. ... 


. .. Commendable as it may be 
to break up a ringer case and bring to 
trial those responsible, how much better it 
would be to prevent the ringer from be- 
ing run in the first place. We are pro- 
ceeding on the theory that certain pre- 
ventive steps racing is taking will prove 
en effective bar to some illegal practices 
which occasionally have besmirched the 
good name of our most popular sport... . 

... Lam positive the TRPB fingerprint- 
ing program will be vastly beneficial to 
racing. Like other sports and businesses 
where millions of dollars are invested and 
large amounts of money change hands” 
daily, racing has attracted a small per- 
centage of employees and_ hangers-on 
whose presence—were their backgrounds 
known—would not be desired. . . . 

... The vast majority of people in rac- 
ing agree that it is not good business prac- 
tice to run the risk of placing valuable 
investments in unknown and possibly un- 
reliable hands. Thoroughbred horses have 
not only great material value, but also an 
immense sentimental value. The racing 
plants themselves represent investments of 
many millions of dollars. In order to 
protect these investments, we should know 
who is who in racing. Fingerprinting is 
the only simple, efficient, and wholly ef- 
fective method known to achieve that end. 

. . . Several years ago, fire completely 
gutted the grandstand at one mid-Western 
track, and resulted in the closing of the 
meeting. I am told the man responsible 
for this fire was an employee who, it was 
later discovered, had two previous convic- 
tions for arson. A simple fingerprint 
check at the time he applied for employ- 
ment would have immediately revealed his 
objectionable past and have therefore pre- 
vented the tremendous loss due to fire... . 

... Not long ago, a fingerprint check at 
an Eastern track revealed one jockey’s 
valet had served five different sentences for 
narcotics violations. His prison-marred 
past included 19 arrests and 12 state and 
federal sentences. ... 

... It is my belief that the state racing 
commissions can render an outstanding 
service to racing by making the finger- 
printing process mandatory in their re- 
spective jurisdictions. There would then 
be no possible objection and the procedure 
would be beyond controversy or argumen- 
tation. I recommend this action to you. 

. .. L should like to reiterate the sugges- 
tion we have made to a number of state 
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racing commissions in the past, namely, 
that a laboratory report reflecting the 
presence of a stimulant should not alone 
be used as the basis for summary action. 
Rather. knowledge of a positive test should 
be kept confidential while a complete in- 
vestigation is made. No disciplinary or 
administrative action should be taken un- 
til all the facts have been learned. To 
act otherwise may irreparably damage the 
reputation and good standing of owners 
or trainers who might be unjustly accused. 

... This position is not lacking in prec- 
edent when we consider the current prac- 
tice of American jurisprudence. For in- 
stance, a toxicological report from a med- 
ical examiner’s office is never regarded 
as a complete case against any homicide 
suspect. Corroborative evidence from all 
investigative aspects of the case is re- 
quired by the courts. 

The procedure of withholding punitive 
action pending a full investigation pos- 
sesses both investigative and psychological 
advantages which would appear too ob- 
vious to require elaboration. However, 
there might occasionally arise certain cir- 
cumstances which might make an excep- 
tion to this fundamental policy desirable. 

... 1am confident that our problems can 
and will be solved by intelligent co-oper- 
ation between the various groups who 
have united to make Thoroughbred racing 
America’s greatest spectator sport. .. . 


Alfred C. Paul, treasurer, Maryland 
division, Horsemen’s Benevolent and Pro- 


tective Association: 


... We are receiving contributions for 
operating expenses from our members to 
the extent of 90 per cent of races run any- 
where in the United States. This is cited 
as indicative of the fact that this organi- 
zation is representative. .. . 

... Through our regularly adopted and 
publicly proclaimed constitution and by- 
laws we serve national notice of our plan 
of action. We oppose precipitate, hasty, 
or ill-considered action. We afford notice 
and opportunity to be heard whenever 
drastic action is contemplated. In return 
we believe we are entitled to audience 
when any subject of discussion might 
arise affecting our interests... . 


. .. We are unanimous in our effort to 
stamp out illegal betting through unau- 
thorized bookmakers at race tracks. .. . 

. . . Since we have acknowledged the 
complete custody of racing associations 
in their stabling accommodations, we have 
not raised the propriety of the case where 
race track operators have for years con- 
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tracted to furnish stable space and then 
have denied horsemen the accommoda- 
tions which they were under contract to 
furnish. We contend that where a racing 
association sends through the mails a 
roster of its stake races, where the condi- 
tions of the race and the assigned added 
money allowances are clearly stated, when 
a horseman fills out a nomination blank 
and accompanies it with the required 
nomination fee, and it is accepted by the 
racing association, that a contract is 
thereby effectuated, and the race track 
operator is morally, even if not legally, 
bound to furnish accommodations at the 
track for the nominated horse, so that he 
will have equal opportunity with other 
horses stabled at the track. . . . There 
have been numerous occasions where the 
track operators have failed to fulfill these 
contracts. 

. . . We are in absolute harmony with 
the thought that the rights and responsi- 
bilities of the component factors of racing 
should have exhaustive consideration in a 
forum composed of equitable representa- 
tion of the interests involved. We do not 
favor pronouncement of our problems in 
the public press; for one reason we can- 
not expect unbiased publicity, for we can 
offer neither advertising appropriation or 
free admission badges. We are obliged, 
however, to meet public proclamation 
with public proclamation. We concede 
that it is useless, even injurious to racing

as a whole, to indulge in factional public 
quarrels. Issues such as the receiving 
barn, fingerprinting, lip tattoo and others 
should first be the subject of round-table 
discussion, with later public announce- 
ment of agreement... . 

. . . We will resist any effort at com- 
pulsion. ... 

. . - Shall we hold before the prospec- 
tive owner of Thoroughbreds the picture 
that the ownership of Thoroughbreds and 
participation in the business of racing 
has been stripped of every shred of re- 
spectability? ... 

. . . The records will corroborate that 
the same horses, the same trainers, the 
same owners, are winning substantially 
the same number of races and purses as 
they did before the adoption of these 
many measures for the improvement of 
the horsemen. .. . 

. . . If we need improvement, then in 
good conscience let us have a voice in 
ways and means for our improvement. . . . 

. . . We are eternally willing to meet 
and to discuss any subject and to strive 
industriously for agreement. We are not 
devoid of our sense of responsibility. . . . 
We will never condone, encourage, com- 
fort or defend the wrong-doer in the rac- 
ing industry, beyond the point of demand- 
ing that he be given a fair, just, and im- 
partial trial, and that he receive punish- 
ment consonant with his transgression 


Ednyfed H. Williams, chairman Execu- 
tive Advisory Committee: 


. . The Chairman again recommends 
for serious consideration an organization 
to be formed with the general over-all su- 
pervision of all phases of racing. This 
must necessarily be a voluntary organiza- 
tion, purely advisory, but I do believe 
that with the voluntary co-operation of 
the varicus units through their duly au- 
thorized representatives functioning as a 
committee under the leadership of a 
strong chairman, and a capable secretary, 
many of the problems now troubling the 
various units could be ironed out without 
irritation by frequent round-table discus- 
sions between these representatives. .. .

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STAKES AND HORSES 


Derby Previews 


And Other Races 


Except for the Derby Trial this week, 
the racing of April 26 saw the last of the 
important preliminary events for Kentucky 
Derby nominees. Only one of the major 
stakes of the Saturday was for 3-year-olds; 
this was the Chesapeake, at Havre de 
Grace, from which Bullet Proof seemed to 
project himself firmly into Derby con- 
sideration. The other principal races, 
though for 3-year-olds and upward, at- 
tracted only older horses and had no bear- 
ing on the event to be raced May 3 at 
Churchill Downs. 


Two non-stakes races, the Universe 
Graded Handicap, at Jamaica, and the 
Fair Play Purse, at Churchill Downs, 
brought out 3-year-olds with Derby pos- 
sibilities. Blue Border, which had disap- 
pointed in the six-furlong Experimental 
and the Wood Memorial, wore blinkers in 
the Universe and romped to a four-length 
victory over Colonel O’F, then worked out 
amile in 1:41. After the race John Hay 
Whitney, one of the principals of the 
Greentree Stable, said the colt might be 
shipped to Louisville for the Derby. If 
not, he would be sent to Pimlico to await 
the Preakness of May 10. The colt had 
worn blinkers for the first time in a work- 
out two days prior to the Universe. 

At Churchill Downs the six-furlong Fair 
Play Purse brought out King Bay, On 
Trust, W L Sickle and Double Jay, among 
the better known Derby nominees.  Vic- 
tory resulted for King Bay, winner by 114 
lengths over On Trust, with Double Jay 
third by 214 lengths, W L Sickle fourth. 
It was the first outing since November for 
Double Jay. Trainer R. White said after 
the race that he had lost about ten days’ 
training with King Bay because of bad 
weather, and had decided to wait for the 
1,-mile Preakness instead of starting the 
colt in the Derby. 


Bullet Proof’s Bid 


The 1,';-mile Chesapeake Stakes drew 
14 3-year-olds. ten of them Derby nomi- 
nees. The race produced an impressive 
victory for Bullet Proof, which was off 
last, was no better than twelfth after three 
quarters, and seventh at the head of the 
stretch, but came through with a tremen- 
dous finish kick, won going away by two 
lengths over Secnay, with Royal Governor, 
anon-Derby eligible, third, and Kerry, an- 
other non-Derby horse, fourth. Owners 
Choice was in front a good part of the 
way, slowed down in the stretch to be 


fifth.

Faultless and Riskolater 


The 11¢-mile Blue Grass Stakes, at 
Keeneland on April 24, produced a very 
close finish and an aftermath of discussion 
that will be settled only in subsequent 
races. Calumet Farm’s Faultless moved 
to the top, with John’s Pride running 
alongside, but after half a mile the Bull 
Lea colt was on top by two, with Risko- 
later third, six lengths behind. At the 
head of the stretch Faultless led by two 
lengths and Riskolater was second. Jockey 
Willie Balzaretti, on Riskolater, went to 
work on his mount, while Doug Dodson, 
on Faultless, rapped his colt only once 
and hand-rode the rest of the way. Faulit- 
less swerved in the stretch and Balzaretti, 
who had intended to try the outside, took 
to the rail and at the finish had his mount 
within a neck of winning. 

After the race the partisans of Ben 
Jones and Calumet Farm declared their 
colt had had an easy race and again had 
demonstrated his superiority over Risko- 
later, which he had beaten in the Fla- 
mingo Stakes and in an overnight at 
Keeneland. Trainer Bert Williams felt 
that Riskolater had run an encouraging 
race and merited a chance in the Derby. 
The extra furlong, he thought, might make 
considerable difference to his colt. 


Safe by Five 


Coincidence, rated during the early part 
of the 1,‘;-mile Excelsior Handicap at 
Jamaica on April 26, came out in the 
stretch to dispose of Calvados and Poly- 
nesian, drew away by five lengths. Poly- 
nesian tried to go with him from the turn,

FAULTLESS’ TRIAL 


The one-mile Derby Trial, at Churchill 
Downs on April 29, went to Calumet 
Farm’s Faultless by a neck over Dixiana’s 
Star Reward, a Reaping Reward colt 
which was making his second start of the 
year. Star Reward left the starting gate 
some lengths behind the field as Double 
Jay made the pace. Faultless went into 
the lead at the top of the stretch and Star 
Reward challenged on the outside as the 
Calumet colt drifted out in the drive. 
Cosmic Bomb was third. three lengths be- 
hind, Stepfather was fourth, Double Jay 
fifth. 

Time for the mile, over what was termed 
a fast track, was 1:3735. Star Reward 
worked out 11g miles in 1:5124, but Fault- 
less. though being pulled up, was in front 
of him throughout the extra furlong.

Department of Precocity 


The racing of April 23 offered a trio of 
2-year-old stakes. Keeneland had_ iis 
Lafayette, Jamaica its Rosedale. Havre de 
Grace its Aberdeen. The Lafayette pro- 
vided the Easy Mon colt Phar Mon his sec- 
ond stakes win, he having won the Hialeah 
Juvenile in track-record time earlier in 
the year. Phar Mon took the track at 
once in the short dash (40 feet less than 
four furlongs), won by 314 lengths over 
Tiger Flash. Pelt, a half-sister by War 
Admiral to Pellicle, was third. Phar Mon 
was winning his third race in four starts. 


The Aberdeen, at Havre, saw a new 
world record set for 444 furlongs, though 
various clockers disagreed as to the time. 
Saggy, the winner, was hustled away from 
the post, disposed of the stakes-winning 
Brandy Punch, and won by three lengths — 
in :5145 for a new world record. Clock- 
ers for the Daily Racing Form made it 
:5245, which also would have been a new 
track record, though not a world record. 
Saggy, a chestnut son of Swing and Sway, 
by Equipoise, was winning his third race 
in three starts. 

The five-furlong Rosedale provided the 
young sire Requested with his first stakes 
winner when Picnic Lunch won by two 
lengths from the *Bull Dog filly Miss 
Mommy, with Grey Flight, by *Mahmoud, 
third by a head. Picnic Lunch took an 
immediate lead, and though she bore out 
on the stretch turn, increased her advan- 
tage as she went along. Miss Mommy 
passed Grey Flight in the stretch.

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1% Miles--America’s Championship Distance 


It is now just about 25 years ago that 
the writer, upon the occasion of the match 
race between Man o’ War and Sir Barton 
for the championship of the American 
Turf, called attention to the fact that by 
a sort of Darwinian evolution, the 114 miles 
they were to run had become the cham- 
pionship distance of this country. 

Two of the principal tenets of Darwin 
had been fulfilled, as it were, by this re- 
sult. They were his law of natural selec- 
tion, and its corollary, the survival of the 
fittest. 


We pointed out that in the language of 
the street, a mile and a quarter was now 
regarded as a “natural” when our greatest 
Turf events were being conditioned—and 
that when these events came up for de- 
cision, they were contested by horses 
which had previously survived the severest 
tests. 

Since then the course of events has em- 
phasized the correctness of this conten- 
tion. One may say that it has become an 
unwritten law which most of our track 
managements subscribe to. Among the 
great prizes which have subsequently been 
originated, or their values hugely in- 


creased, may be mentioned the $100,000 
Santa Anita Handicap and Santa Anita 
Derby; the $100,000 Hollywood Gold Cup 
and $50,000 Hollywood Derby; the $60,000 
Arlington Classic and the $60,000 Amer- 
ican Derby, and the Arlington and Wash- 
ington Park Handicaps at $50,000 each, 
the $50,000 Widener. In the increased- 
value bracket, are the $100,000 Kentucky 
Derby, the $50,000 Suburban and Brook- 
lyn Handicaps—each at a mile and a 
quarter. 

Among the few exceptions are the $50,- 
000 Butler Handicap, the $50,000 Massa- 
chusetts Handicap, and the $50,000 Tren- 
ton Handicap, the first of which is at 

3's; miles and the latter pair at 14¢ miles. 
It cannot be said that any of these events 
command the same attention as those pre- 
viously named. The San Juan Capistrano 
Handicap at $50,000 is a race of 114 miles, 
its distance being dictated by the fact that 
it shortly follows the $100,000 Santa Anita 
Handicap at the same meeting. 

The Pimlico Special at $25,000, winner- 
take-all, is conditioned at 1,5; miles solely 
io avoid starting the horses on the upper 
turn, as Old Hill Top has no chute for

ihat purpose. The same thing is true of 
the $35,000 Narragansett Special at Nar- 
tagansett Park, and the $50,000 Westches- 
ter Handicap at Empire City. There 
are, of course, the late fall events such as 
the Gallant Fox Handicap at $75,000, and 
the New York Handicap at $50,000, but 
they are expressly intended as long-dis- | 
tance tests and are at 15g and 214 miles, 
respectively. The Coffroth, later the Agua 
Caliente Handicap, offered the first great 
money prize for all-aged horses, with 
$50,000 added for 1924. This was raised 
to $100,000 in 1926. It was also at 1144 
miles, but has been discontinued. 


Miles and Multiples 


The great vogue which this distance has 
attained dates back to 1884, when the 
Suburban Handicap was inaugurated. 

Prior to the Civil War of 1861-65, 
there was practically no racing in U. S. A. 
at fractional distances—everything was 
based on the mile as unitary. Beyond that, 
races of two, three or four miles, often 
with heats, were the order of the day. 

After the war, when control of the Turf 
passed to New York from the Old South,

hen has drawn for many a year. A win- 
ter book was opened even before the 
weights were aanounced, and as soon as 
they cani® out, betting on the evert be- 
came the hottest and heaviest that New 
York had ever seen. The race was run 
on the opening day of the Sheepshead 
spring meeting, and descriptions state that 
not cnly was the crowd the biggest seen at 
any New York track since the racing re- 
vival--hut that the scenes in the hetting 
ring were indescribable. 

It was estimated that more money was 
wagered on the Suburban than on any 
other race run upon the American Turf 
since the historic North vs. South match 
between American Eclipse and Henry over 
sixty years before. There were 20 starters, 
and in a thrilling finish General Monroe, 
War Eagle, and Jack of Hearts finished 
heads apart, with the favorites nowhere. 


Too Short, They Said 


When the Suburban was projected, it 
was argued that the distance was too short 
to be a test of anything but speed and that 
it ought to be from 114 to 184 miles. This 
talk was revived after the race, the con- 
servatives asserting that for “so rich a 
stake” (net to winner $4,945) 
should have been considered. But this 
went down the wind. The owners, the 
trainers, and the track management, as

well as the public, were completely sold on 
the idea of the race, and its future was 
then and there assured. 

The renewal for 1885 was another big 
success and then the Dwyer Brothers 
leaped onto the bandwagon by originating 
the Brooklyn Handicap, not only a virtual 
counterpart of the Suburban, but also 
“doubling in bass” with the First Special, 
a similar event run in the fall. 

In the inaugural Brooklyn of 1886, Dry 
Monopole, the little son of *Glenelg, 
broke the record for the distance by win- 
ning in 2:07. Kingston lowered this to 
2:061% in the First Special for 1889, de- 
feating two great adversaries, Raceland 
and Tenny, in one of the most magnificent 
of finishes. 


But It Jelled at 14% Miles 


The result was that when Salvator, after 
first winning the Suburban, was matched 
against Tenny for the championship the 
following season, the distance was set at 
114 miles—the first time in American Turf 
history that an event of such importance 
was conditioned at so short a distance. 
And when he won it in 2:05 flat, 
the matter may be said to have been set- 
tled once for all: The championship dis- 
tence had been definitely fixed—to remain 
where ic still is and promises to be indef- 
initely. ‘This was emphasized when in 
1896 the Kentucky Derby was shortened

from 114 to 114 miles, while the Travers, 
our oldest 3-year-old fixture (founded 
1864). originally 134 miles, suffered a 
like abbreviation. 


This hasty sketch of the historical back- 
ground has been offered in order that the 
casual reader, uninformed of racing’s past, 
may understand how present conditions 
came to be. Having sketched in the back- 
ground, we will proceed to the main sub- 
ject—the chief exponents of our champion- 
ship distance and their most brilliant per- 
formances. 


The Disputed Two Minutes 


In 1884, when the Suburban “set the 
pattern,” the record for 144 miles was 
2:0734. It was set by Getaway, 3, 100 
pounds, at Saratoga in 1881. Today it is 
a flat 2:00, set by Whisk Broom 2nd, 139 
pounds, made in winning the Suburban 
of 1913. But as all Turfmen are aware, 
this so-called “record,” imposed by official 
fiat, has never been generally accepted as 
authentic, and its presence upon the list 
of “Best Times on Record” is resented by 
them as an unwarranted imposition which 
authority perpetrated in the beginning 
and has maintained there for the long 
stretch of 34 years. 

To recapitulate briefly: Up to and in- 
cluding 1910, the Suburban had been run 
annually without a miss, but then the 
Hughes anti-racing crusade closed all the

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New York tracks for two years. However, 
in 1913 the sport was revived and the Sub- 
urban renewed for $5,000—it had been a 
$25.000 race before the crusade. Owing 
to the two-year hiatus and the generally 
demoralized condition of racing, timber 
for such events was scarce and of infer- 
ior quality, and this led the late H. P. 
Whitney to hurry his 6-year-old horse, 
Whisk Broom 2nd, back from England, 
where ‘he had been campaigning for four 
seasons since coming out at two. He had 
there shown himself to be lightning-fast 
over sprinting distances, but had never 
won beyond a mile, and liked five or six 
furlongs much better. Mr. Whitney, how- 
ever, reasoned that because of the very 
weak opposition, his great speed would 
enable him to win here when he was asked 
to go farther. The highest weight he had 
won under in England was 128 pounds, at 
seven furlongs. 

In this calculation no mistake had been 
made. He was first started for the Metro- 
politan Handicap, at one mile, which he 
won in a romp under 126 pounds from a 
feeble field. His next effort was for the 
Brooklyn, in which the field was again of 
cheap class. Under 130 pounds he won by 
a length in 2:0325, a new record for the 
event, beating G. M. Miller (106) a 
length, Sam Jackson (108) third. 

While he had not been nearly so easy 
at the finish as in the Metropolitan, the 
longer distance evidently not pleasing him, 


Mr. Vosburgh assessed him no less than 
139 pounds for the Suburban, just a week 
later. This was the highest weight ever 
assigned an entry in a big American handi- 
cap up to that date. Mr. Vosburgh de- 
fended himself on the ground that Whisk 
Broom 2nd was so far superior to anything 
else in the race that it was absolutely 
necessary to weight him heavily if there 
were to be a contest. 

He started at 1-to-2, coupled with his 
stable companion Nightstick, 3, 95 pounds, 
sent out to make the pace for him. Night- 
stick did this very effectively, leading to 
the last turn, when Notter took Whisk 
Broom 2nd to the front. However, from 
there home he had no easy sailing. When 
Nightstick dropped back, Lahore (112) 
and Meridian (119) came forward to chal- 
lenge and it was apparent half-way down 
the stretch that Whisk Broom 2nd would 
have no walk-over. 

Butwell, on Lahore, went at his mount. 
He responded courageously, drew up to 
the leader and lapped him but under hard 
riding Whisk Broom 2nd lasted to win by 
half a length, with Meridian a good third. 


Cheers—and Jeers 


In his well-known volume, Racing in 
America: 1865-1921, Mr. Vosburgh wrote 
that Whisk Broom 2nd “received such an 
ovation as no other winner of the Suburban 
ever has”—hbut he neglected to state that 


the moment the time went up—2:00 flat— 
there were cries of dissent, and large num- 
bers of Turfmen who had been holding 
their watches on the race, as well as the 
timer for Daily Racing Form’s official 
charts, immediately registered protests, 
None of them had got anything within 
about three seconds of 2:00, the majority 
of their watches showing 2:02%45 to 2:024, 
with a few slightly faster. 

The attention of the officials was at once 
called to this and it was pointed out that 
2:00 was manifestly incorrect—and by a 
wide margin. The protestors also called 
to notice the fact that at the start the man 
with the flag had been unduly slow in 
dropping it and did not do so until the 
horses were past him. 

To their representations a deaf ear was 
turned. The official timer stuck to 2:00 
and the stewards backed him up, despite 
the many watches shown them that reg- 
istered a bit better than 2:03. 


That Was That 


Finally the matter was referred to the 
late August Belmont, then the “dictator 
of racing” in the Metropolitan terrain and 
ex-officio head of the American Turf. He 
gave the matter short shrift, in effect tell- 
ing the dissidents to go tell their troubles 
to a policeman. The official time, he

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stated crisply, was 2:00, and 2:00 it would 
remain. And that was that. 

Next morning all the New York dailies, 
as well as all other newspapers in the 
country of any prominence, headlined the 
affair and pronounced the new so-called 
record questionable. Whereupon Mr. Bel- 
mont, who believed that it was a dictator’s 
function to dictate, gave out an interview 
in which the public was informed that to 
question the infallibility of the official 
timing at Belmont Park was equivalent to 
lese-majeste, as also was any imputation 
that the stewards did not know their busi- 
ness. And thus the incident was closed— 
officially. With a bang! 


They Don’t Finish That Fast 


Now the ridiculous nature of this ukase 
was made plain by the official quarter time 
of the race. It was given out as :24, :4715, 
1:12, 1:3645, 2:00. According to this, 
the last quarter was run in 2345 seconds— 
a rate of speed unbelievable at the end of 
a race of that length. Besides, it is faster 
than the last quarters of the American rec- 
ords for all the shorter distances as well, 
down to and including that for a_half- 
mile. And in all the years that have passed 
since, in none of the sensational 114-mile 
races that have been run in this country, 
has anything approaching it been known. 

But in addition it is to be borne in mind 
that Lahore, beaten but half a length and 
whose official time could not have been 
slower than 2:0045, at worst, had been 
gaining on Whisk Broom 2nd all the way 
home and made up ground on him stead- 
ily, for the Whitney horse was tiring visi- 
bly at the end. Lahore was a horse of 
very moderate class indeed, whose entire 
career, when analyzed, makes it self-evi- 
dent that the only way he could ever have 
covered 114 miles in any such time would 
have been aboard an express train. 

Up to that date—June 28, 1913—no au- 
thentic performance at 114 miles was 
faster than 2:0245, made by Broomstick, 
the sire of Whisk Broom 2nd at Brighton 
Beach in 1904, This time was not authen- 
tically beaten until in 1914 when Roamer, 
then three and carrying 114 pounds, ran in 
2:02 over the trotting track at Syracuse, 
N. Y. He followed up by scoring in 2:0245 
in 1918, under 129 pounds, at Saratoga. 
Meanwhile *Hourless, in the fall of 1917, 
had defeated *Omar Khayyam in their 
memorable match at Laurel run in 2:02 
under 126 pounds, as a 3-year-old. This 
was first beaten in 1920 by Sir Barton, 
then four, who ran in 2:0145 at Saratoga. 
A few days later this was equaled over 
the same course by Man o° War, 3, under 
the same weight, 129 pounds. 


Sarazen Slashed It 
Four years later, in the fall of 1924, a 


tremendous slash was made by Sarazen, 3, 
120 pounds, when he won the Latonia In-

LIKE GOATS. There were busy times 
at the country’s 880-odd Thoroughbred 
farms as this year’s crop of more than 
6,000 foals continued to arrive. One of 
the busiest farms: that belonging to Wil- 
liam Helis at Jobstown, N. J., where no 
fewer than 100 foals are expected. Re- 
ported Helis: “They’re all over the place 
like goats, now—40 of them. They’re all 
my pets.” 

VISITORS. Bookmakers from New 
Jersey, cut off from the big New York 
market by the phone strike, moved to the 
big city, set up quarters in hotel rooms 
and stores, began to scurry for business by 
dial phones.

2:0045. To many this seemed almost un- 
believable, but the correctness of the time 
was beyond question. 

Since that eventful day almost a quarter- 
century has sped by and as yet this per- 
formance, from the time standpoint, has 
been beaten only by Challenge Me, 4, 108 
pounds, and Triplicate, 5, 113, which 
scored 2:00725 in the races of 1945 and 
1946 for the Hollywood Gold Cup. Last 
season both Armed, 5, 130 pounds, and 
Historian, 5, 112 Ibs., each ran in 2:01 at 
Washington and Arlington Parks, respec- 
tively. That tracks are faster than they 
were in years past is generally admitted— 
and those named are among the very fast- 
est now in commission. 

The accompanying table is intended to 
give the roster of all horses that have run 
114 miles in 2:02 or better. It comprises 
50 different performances, made over 15 
different tracks by 43 different horses, of 
which Armed claims four credits and 
Lucky Draw, Sun Beau, Challedon, and 
War Knight two each. 

In a following paper we shall offer some 
comments upon the makeup of this list 
and the breeding of the horses composing 
it. with other features that it presents.

LOTTERY. Reported favorably to the 
California State Assembly by its committee 
on constitutional amendments: a bill which 
would provide for a State-operated horse 
racing lottery which would, backers claim, 
produce $400,000,000 annually.

By Governor Thomas Dewey, 
a bill which would have authorized half- 
mile tracks for flat and steeplechase races 
after Ashley T. Cole, chairman of the New 
York State Racing Commission, advised 
the governor that such tracks open the 


way to “cheap racing.” 


CASH AND PLANS. Rains marred 
opening day at Havre de Grace, Mary- 
land’s second oldest race track, but failed 
to dampen enthusiasm of Maj. Gen. Milton 
A. Reckford, new president of the Har- 
ford Agricultural and Breeders’ Associ- 
ation. Announced General Reckford: “We 
have $500,000 cash in the bank which we 
intend to use as soon as materials are 
available in modernizing this plant.” 


NAMES. Presented a yearling colt by 
Alfred G. Vanderbilt, the sports staff of 
the New York World-Telegram had an 
idea: Let the newspaper’s readers name 
the colt. Last week, Joe Williams, VW orld- 
Telegram sports columnist, commented 
wearily: “It will be hours yet before the 
coupon-dafly tabulators come up with the 
final total and, no doubt, a horrible form 
of shakes.” It was estimated that some 
26.000 persons had submitted more than 
100,000 names during the three-week con- 
test. Final decision on the winner was 
up to Judges Herbert Bayard Swope, Ar- 
thur B. Hancock, Sr., Mrs. John D. Hertz. 
John Hay Whitney and Roscoe Goose. 

GONE WITH THE WIN. Reported Al- 
ger G. Chapman, president of the New 
York State Tax Commission: The State 
treasury has been enriched by more than 
$1.000.000 because of failure of racetrack 
patrons to cash winning tickets during 
the last seven seasons of pari-mutuel bet- 
ting in New York. Proceeds of uncashed 
1946 winning tickets amounted to 
$227,227. 

HOT DOG! Mrs. Kate Ayre, Baltimore, 
stopped selling hot dogs at a counter un- 
der the Bowie race track stands April 12, 
took off her  concessionaire’s jacket, 
climbed into the stands, watched her 9% 
year-old mare Bee Larkmead, a $25 long- 
shot, win the first race and a $1,500 purse. 
Said Mrs. Ayre, as she returned to her 
sandwich making: “I can hardly talk.”

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TRACKS AND MEETINGS 


Attendance Off At 


Keeneland, Havre 


Spring meetings at the Keeneland and 
Havre de Grace tracks ended last week 
and both showed drops in attendance. The 
pari-mutuel handle for Havre de Grace de- 
creased from last spring’s total, but at 
Keeneland it showed an increase. 

At both tracks the average bettor was 
wagering more per day than he had dur- 
ing the spring meetings of 1946. Keene- 
land’s per diem per capita wagering was 
$40.41, compared with $35.27 last year. 
This increase of 14 per cent was more than 
enough to offset the 6 per cent attendance 
decrease from last year’s estimated 
95.500 to this year’s estimate of 88,953. 
Pari-mutuel handle at this year’s Keene- 
land meeting totaled $3,594,738, an in- 
crease of 6 per cent over last year’s total 
of $3,368,753. 

At the close of the 12-day meeting at 
Havre de Grace, attendance was estimated 
at 140,797, or 9 per cent below the 155,000 
of last year. Pari-mutuel handle totaled 
$11,149,290, which was about 7 per cent 
below last spring. Average daily attend- 
ance was 11,733 as compared with last 
year’s 12,830, and average daily pari-mu- 
tuel handle was $929,107, compared with 
the daily average of $1,012,427 last year, 
when Havre de Grace became the first 
Maryland track to average more than a 
million dollars a day at the pari-mutuel 
windows. Per diem per capita betting for 
the meeting this year was $79.18 as com- 
pared with $78.91 last year. 

This year Havre de Grace had but three 
days on which the pari-mutuel handle 
went above the million-dollar mark. The 
first was on April 19, when an estimated 
25,000 persons, record crowd of the meet- 
ing, bet $1,416,779, the high turnover of 
the meeting. The second came on April 
23, when an estimated 13,000 persons wag- 
ered $1,127,197, and the third was on 
April 26, when 17,810 persons bet $1,- 
296,784. 


Record Crowd At Sportsman’s 


Openings at two major tracks found 
Sportsman’s Park setting a new attend- 
ance record. The opening of the 13-day 
Chicago meeting attracted 25,553 persons, 
some 5,000 more than attended the 1946 
opener. But the pari-mutuel handle was 
$973,603, as compared with $1,000,589 for 
the first day of 1946. Per diem per capita 
wagering: $38.10 this year, $48.50 for the 
opening day in 1946. 

At Churchill Downs, which opened 
April 26 for a 19-day run, some 20,000 
persons, about four thousand fewer than 
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the opening crowd of 1946, bet $652,060 
as compared with the $693,523 pari-mu- 
tuel handle on opening day in 1946. With 
less competition for places in the betting 
lines, per capita per diem wagering 
showed an increase: $32.60 to $28.29. 

At other tracks: 

After 
27 days of 41-day meeting, attendance to- 
taled 294,683 (average 10,914 daily) and 
pari-mutuel handle totaled $20,894,715 
(average $773,878 daily). Per capita per 
diem betting: $70.90.

BREAKAGE TO THE PUBLIC 


The Hollywood Turf Club, operating 
Hollywood Park, has recommended to the 
California Legislature that the State rac- 
ing law be revised to provide for the pay- 
ment of pari-mutuel breakage to the pub- 
lic instead of its retention by the track, 
as is now practiced. 


| 


In its seventh biennial report, issued 
recently, the California Horse Racing 
Board had stated that breakage belongs 
to the public, but that it is not possible 
to refund it. “We believe that this money 
belongs not to the tracks or the State but 
should be returned to the people who bet 
it,” said Jack Mackenzie, vice president 
and general manager of Hollywood Park. 

The track advocates the payment of 
pari-mutuel prices to the nearest five 
cents, whether this is above or below the 
true pay. On a true payment of $6.02, 
for example, the track would pay $6; on 
a true payment of $6.03, the track would 
pay $6.05. On a recalculation of 2,640 
mutuel pools at the track’s 1946 meeting, 
it was found that 97.33 per cent of the 
breakage could have been returned to the 
public. Mr. Mackenzie said the return 
always would be close to 100 per cent, and 
that the chances for its running slightly 
over the exact amount were equal to the 
probability of its running slightly under. 
Mort Shaw, pari-mutuel supervisor at 
Hollywood Park, said the proposed new 
method of calculation, which occasionally 
would require that calculation be carried 
to an extra decimal place, would not delay 
the payoff appreciably. 

In 1946, according to figures supplied 
by the horse racing board, Hollywood 
Park retained, under State law, $95v,- 
395.78 in breakage over its 55-day meet- 
ing. The 50-day Santa Anita meeting 
which ended in March showed breakage 
of $881.851.44. Breakage money retained 
by the tracks since racing was legalized in 
California in 1933 would total more than 
$7,000,000, it was estimated by Alfred B. 
Fiske. secretary of the horse racing board. 

William J. Levin, general manager of 
the Tanforan track, and William P. Kyne, 
general manager, and William M. Horn- 
blower, president of Bay Meadows, said 
they were opposed to the Hollywood Park 
suggestion because it would lead to a re- 
duction in purses and a lower standard of 
racing. Breakage should not be eliminated 
until after $30,000,000 has been bet at a 
meeting, they countered.

Paris 

The cold spell has begun to diminish in 
intensity and we are awaiting the immi- 
nent reopening of the flat and steeplechase 
courses. We have lost a month of steeple- 
chasing and 15 days of flat racing, and as 
it is always necessary to philosophize 
about those things, there is nothing to do 
but congratulate ourselves that spectators 
did not have to turn out in such unseason- 
able weather. 

The almost complete cessation of train- 
ing has made W. Head decide not to send 
his fine Vatelys to England. Fabiano also 
will decline his engagement in the Grand 
National, in which our breeding will be 
represented by Kami, which has been in 
England for some time. 

Coadjateur must start in the Detroit in 
order to be eligible for the Champion Hur- 
dle Challenge Cup. Many French racers 
have decided to take a chance in the Lin- 
colnshire Handicap. Among them are 
Vagabond. Roi d’Atout, Patchouly, Oura- 
gan 7th, and Real. It wouldn’t be impos- 
sible that one of them should win, but they 
are short of work and I rather expect an 
English victory. 


Francs and Dollars 


The Chronique du Turf, publishing the 
results of all French races in 1946, the 
foreign victories of French horses, and 
other statistics of all sorts, has just ap- 
peared, and is very interesting. 

There is such a disproportion between 
purse values in the United States and 
France that the American public. knowing 
that Whirlaway won $561.161, might con- 
sider with disdain the fact that the 9.318.- 
890 francs won by Ardan. topping French 
money winners. does not represent quite 
$78.000. at the official rate of exchange. 

The reduced purchasing power of our 
money is not the only cause of the dis- 
parity that exists: Let the reader consider 
that the winner of the Kentucky Derby or 
any other race of $100,000 earns in a 
single purse about 12.000.000 frances more 
than Ardan has won in his entire career. 

The two most richly endowed French 
races. the Grand Prix de Paris and the 
Prix de ’Are de Triomphe, offer 2.000.000 
franes. or less than $20,000. This means 
that the ratio is about five to one, and that 
had Ardan raced in the U. S. and had 
scored successes comparable to his vic- 
tories over here. he would rank approxi- 
mately equal to Stymie or Assault. 

His record stands at 16 wins and seven 
times placed in 23 starts. At two he won 
one of the 2-year-old classics and was sec- 
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ond in two others. At three he won the 
Poules de Produits, Prix du Jockey Club 
(French Derby). Grand Prix de Paris (a 
distance race), and the Prix de l’Are de 
Triomphe (the greatest race in France). 
and was beaten only in the Prix Royal 
Oak (French St. Leger). At four he won 
six of his seven starts. being second in the 
Prix de Are de Triomphe. At five he 
won the Coronation Cup in England, and 
was beaten twice by stablemates. 
Souverain leads the winners of 1946 with 
6.394.837 franes. then comes the 4-year-old 
Caracalla, which started fewer times but 
earned 6.018.200 franes. The 3-year-old 
Prince Chevalier follows with 4.592.200: 
Marsyas. six years old. earned 4.526.525, 
and Sayani (three) 4.293.962. These last 
two won most of their money in England. 


Pirette the First Filly 


The leading filly was the 3-year-old 
Pirette. with 2.290.750 frances. The record 
fer money won by a mare belongs to the 
illustrious Corrida. which earned more 
than 5.000.000 frances before the war when 
money was worth ten times what it is now. 
Clarion. the best 2-vear-old of 1946, won 
1.539.400 franes. He is followed by 
Dierba. Djelal. Free Girl. and Windorah. 
which enlarged their earnings by racing 
in England. Solina. Le Lavandou. Ches- 
terfield. and Cadir raced only in France. 

In steeplechasing. W. Head’s trio of 
Vatelys (2.389.675). Meli Melo (1,956.- 
775). and Le Paillon (1.917.625). headed 
the list in front of Lindor (1.585.125). win- 
ner of the Grand Steeplechase de Paris. 

Had Coaraze won the Prix des Sablons. 
or Cuadrilla taken the Poule d’Essai. or 
Cadir the Grand Criterium. their sire Tour- 
billen once again would have led the list 
of sires of flat racers. As it was. the dead 
Prince Rose. sire of Prince Chevalier. Bou- 
ton Rose. and Quatrain (and of *Prince- 
quillo in the U. S.) leads with 13°950.270 
frances. about 200.000 franes more than 
Tourbillon. When flat racing and steeple- 
chasing are combined. it is Tourbillon 
which is ahead with 16, 260. 539 franes. or 
more than four million franes in front of 
Prince Rose.

Fair Copy is third on the list of sires of 
flat racers, but having fewer steeplechase 
winners is preceded on the general list by 
Vatellor. sire of Kerlor, Felix, and Real, 
flat winners, and the steeplechaser Vatelys, 
Astrophel, Deiri, and Maravedis, the re- 
spective sires of Vagabond, Pirette, and 
Souverain, occupy good places, while Ad- 
miral Drake furnished his usual lot of 
winners. as did Black Devil, seventh on 
the list. 

With 5.444.702 frances, Djebel has, as a 
sire of 2-year-olds, broken the record of 
Pharis established in 1943 with 3,170,075 
frances. Pharis was represented principally 
last year by Ardan and Priam, and the 
earnings of his get totaled 2,975,225 
francs. 


Daughters of Asterus 


The influence of Asterus as a broodmare 
sire is increasing. The produce of his 
daughters won almost 22,500,000 frances 
in 1946, while for Pharos the total did not 
attain 10,000.000. Palais Royal and Mas- 
sine are next. 

Because of the prodigious success in the 
stud of daughters of Asterus, I would ree- 
ommend to American breeders the pur- 
chase of such of them as they are able to 
find. Mated to the sons and grandsons of 
*Teddy which are in the U. S., these 
daughters of Asterus would have produce 
which is inbred to the famous horse. and 
there would be every chance that they 
would be endowed with his qualities.

all horses racing then. It is easier to 
figure in England because they don’t do 
much importing. This of course doesn’t 
allow for prejudice, which in the case of 
an American strain would slow down the 
process maybe as much as a generation in 
the above figures. 

In America, in computing probabilities 
of future percentages of horses carrying 
Hanover’s blood, for instance, you would 
have to take into consideration the large 
number of imported stallions used. Since 
I wrote an article on Hanover I know more 
about the status of his blood in percent- 
ages (to SW’s) than I do of other horses. 
In the Stakes Winners of 1946 supplement. 
Hanover is (by my figures) the ancestor of 
154 of the 302 horses who won stakes last 
year. This is 51 per cent. This blood 
was transmitted through a little less than 
27 per cent of the stallions siring stakes 
winners and about 36 per cent of the 
mares producing them. 

Ordinarily, on a pure chance basis, this 
would produce 53 per cent as the percent- 
age that should carry Hanover’s blood, 
but this slight deviation is due either to 
more inbreeding to Hanover than usual 
or the success of such sires as *Bull Dog, 
Bull Lea, *Mahmoud and so forth which 
do not carry Hanover’s blood and tip the 
scales lightly against them in this exer- 
cise in chance.

winner of 25 races and $136,675. 


Nevertheless, it appears safe to esti- 
mate that in 12 years better than 70 per 
cent of American stakes winners will be 
descended from Hanover, and in 25 years 
it will be about 90 per cent. Hanover’s 
blood has spread to such an extent that 
it has reduced itself to arithmetic, and 
this of course applies to Bend Or or St. 
Simon and other great sires of that gen- 
eration. 

Bend Or and St. Simon are spread more 
broadcast mainly because they were Eng- 
lish horses, just as Hyperion’s blood will 
be spread farther than that of any Amer- 
ican horse of his year. 

The way strains permeate the structure 
of the bloodlines of a country’s horses was 
probably known to you in essence, but 
perhaps the way the figures work was 
strange to you. It works, as far as I can 
see, in this way: 20 per cent of the horses 
carry a certain strain, both stallions and 
mares. The stallions will produce (or 
sire) 20 per cent of the next generation 
carrying this strain. The remaining 80 
per cent of the stallions mated with the 
20 per cent of mares of this strain will 
produce 16 per cent more bearing this 
strain. Twenty per cent plus 16 per cent 
equals 36 per cent. This explains why it 
is important whether it is the breeding 
stock of England that is today 20 per cent 
contaminated with American blood, or the 
present-day racers. Of course this process

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flows along from year to year and can be 
computed by the half-generation too. 
Incidentally I noticed a few errors in 
the 1946 Supplement in case you want to 
correct them. First Fiddle is listed under 
the No. 1 mare in the page devoted to 
listing horses by families, but under his 
pedigree is the correct designation of 
*Janus Mare No. 1. In Pleasure Fund’s 
pedigree Thunderer is recorded as having 
been bred to his own dam. Blandford’s 
pedigree is given for *Blenheim 2nd’s in 
one pedigree which I can’t name here be- 
cause I haven't the supplement with me. 
For the last two or three years War Dance 
has been given as the son of Galopin. Gal- 
liard furnishes the link here. In the table 
giving the percentages from Eclipse, 
Matchem, and Herod, the figure for Herod 
is off a couple of points for 1946. There 
are a couple more slight errors that I 
can’t remember off-hand but I may recall 
them on looking again at the Supplement. 
I picked both winners of the Wood Me- 
morial this year but not being a betting 


man it didn’t do me much good. I saw 
Assault win last year and I commented at 
that time that the Derby winner wasn’t 
in the field. Assault’s best victory, to me, 
was when he won his last race against 
Lucky Draw, but I don’t think he could 
do it when Lucky Draw was on his streak. 
When he beat Stymie in the Pimlico Spe- 
cial I gave more credit to Arecaro than 
him because I saw the same thing happen 
when Pavot won the Gold Cup. In a 
small field it is possible to out-maneuver 
Stymie, evidently. 

I hope I haven't bored you. The ques- 
tion of how much the English horse is 
permeated with American strains inter- 
ests me enough to hope to hear your views 
either in a letter or in THE BLoop-Horsr.
